The Kxecutive Board of the 
Catholic Kdmational Association 
held its regular meeting at the 
close of the (unvention on Thursday 
afternoon, June 28. By unanimous 
vote it was decided to hold the 
fifteenth annual meeting of the as- 
sociation is the month of July in 
San Pranelsoo. Cal. A number of 
invitations were considered, but as 
Archbishop Hanna had extended the 
Invitation two years In succession 
and as many members on the Pa- 
cific coast had been unable to at- 
tend any of llie previous meetings 
of the association on account of 
distance, it was deemed most ap- 
propiiale to hold the next meeting 
In the Far West. One of the most 
successful meetings of the associa- 
tion was that held In New Orleans 
in 1913, y.nd it is the belief of all 
that not only will the next meet- 
ing bring the strength of the 
Pacific coast t« the assoclatloa, but 
It will also be a most valnable and 
important meeting. There is no 
doubt of its success. 

The Executive Board also direct- 
ed that a committee of nine should 
be chosen who would be requested 
to study the problem of the cur- 
riculum in Its general aspects. The 
appointment of this committee will 
be deferred yntil the tail.

Cardinal Gibbons celebrated the 
lifty-sixth anniversar.' of his er- 
dination to the Cathoi.c Vriesthood 
on Saturday at Baltimore. He 
said mass in the Cathedral and then 
retuined to his mansion for break- 
fast and a (juiet day. Messages of 
congratulation came to him from 
manv directions, but he had made 
it clear he favored no more per- 
sonal eelebratlons. and there were 
few callers. He was ordained at 
the Cathedral by Archbishop 
Kendrick on June SO. 1861, and 
was appointed an assistant pastor 
of St. Patrick's church. He made 
himself popular with bis parishion- 
ers and his ability made a deep 
impression upon the prelates of the 
church.

A moot deplorable effect of the 
war among practloelly all the na- 
tlone engaged is tho shiieter pur- 
poses which it haa been made to 
serve under the guiee of patrlotisin. 
In France and Italy tihere were re- 
peated attempts made by the anli- 
clericals to throw suspicion on the 
clerKV of tho.se res|KK'tive count riefl 
and lo draw down upon them public 
wrath and contempt. Yes. even in 
Germany and Austria priests were 
arrested under the suspicion of be- 
ing spies. The moot recent of these 
machlnattoM to dtocredk the Cath- 
olic clergy is revealed In a pamphlet 
entitled " • ne German Jesuit S>BMiiara 
of Bombay, by an Engliehmaa Who 
Knows Them." This Englishman is 
no (jther than the well-known Rev. 
Krnt-st Hull. S. J., editor of the 
Bombay Examiner. Quite naturally, 
lie tells us, the fear of German spies 
and German sympathizers assume>d 
formidable proporUone in all coun- 
tries under English domination. So 
also in India, the prise colony of 
the X:nglish E>mplre. But that ibis 
fear and suspicion should be di- 
rected against men who had laboned 
so long and so nnaelfishiy for the 
genuine Interests of India would 
come as a surpriee did not the 
crudity of the methods employed 
in awakening tliis fear and suspicion 
nive reuscon for susiieeting its purity 
and disinleresteUness of motive. 

Subjecting the long years of serv- 
ice rendered to the cause of educa- 
tion and- the splendid missionary 
record of the German JesuHa In the 
arcbdiooeee of Bombay to a most 
rigorous and careful analysis, Father 
Hull points out with etrong logic 
and vigor the great merits of these 
meti who expatrlatetl themselves to 
serve the highest rauso of human- 
ity. In a searching; n'vltw o! va- 
rio\is public uttei-ances made by var 
riouB Jesuit teachers and mlaslon- 
ariee and wrongly conetrued the 
author shows that asTsr, nor on angr 
occasloa, were the fathers, either aa 
a community or as IndlTldaals. 
guilty of disloyalty to the laad of 
their adoption. In the second part 
of the able pamphlet the author an- 
alyzes certain specific o.hargeis made 
against the fathei-s. .\mong others 
he tells us "Then there was the 
famous case of a. letter to Sir Robert 
YerlMugh from a friend holding a 
responsible position in Bombay" 
containing the following words 
"We altow Germans to teaeh la our 
colleges. Th«T say w« are aorramte 
of no country, we are servants of 
God." To my khowledse Indian 
children come from the schools 
glorying in each British cnii.ser 
sunk, and saying German culture 
and ci viliza.tion must conquer." The 
ciiurge. so serious In Itself, seemed 
to call for some sort of investlga- 
lion and defense. The fathers re- 
ferred the matter to the Govern- 
ment and were adriaed to drop the 
matter, ervidenee sufflolenit that it 
wa« deenved unfounded and fooUsh. 
Various other oQually gwmndlsnn 
and malicious charges are snumetat- 
ed and analyzed. 

.\rtef summing up the charges 
and their valuation when submitted 
to careful crltieiani we are told that 
"To crown all. quite recently a new 
turn ha« l)een given the movement 
by what looks Uke an enlistment of 
the odium tkeologlcum or sectarian 
JeakMisy. An Bng^lsh mlselooary 
writing to the Madras Mail under- 
takes to say that the total intern- 
ment and ultimate expulsion of all 
German miasiOBaries will have the 
whole-hearted support of the great 
body of other mussionaiies in India. 
The enginee.ring of a com- 
bined endeavor among Protestant 
missionary bodiee, to get rid of a 
section of the Catholic clergy wlhom 
(bey can not but regard as impor- 
tant rivals in the field, would be 
calculated to add lutiensity to the 
popular agitation and to Introduce 
a new feature of Jeopardy Into the 
case as far as German CathoUc mis- 
sionai ieis are concemeil." 

This attempt to make patriotism 
sea ve the basest of purpoces can not 
but be ioatructlve for us. for volatile 
and maUy engineered and ewayed 
as la public opinion among us, we 
never know when k will serve tbe 
pnrpoee of our foes to seek the un- 
doing of Catholic work by an appeal 
to tibe prejudice of the masses, 
cloaked uadsr the innocent guise of 
natloaaU vMiie.

The Louisville Herald has been 
telling the public all about the per- 
fect harmony in local Hepubliran 
ranks, but so far has failed to ex- 
plain why John Maas' followers 
wouldn't let him accept the nomin- 
ation for County Commissioner. 
.Maas' friends state that he was 
ileliberately Jobbed out of the aom- 
ination for Mayor after having it 
n.iiled down, sa to speak, and all 
i ' cause of the fact that he was a 
German-American. They refused to 
let him even consider accepting the 
nomination for Commissioner and 
playinn second fiddle to Ge()r;4e 
Weissint'er .'^mith, on whom the 
anti-Gi rmans united, and the ticket 
selected is noted for the absence ol 
Maas' friends and supporters who 
were Axton's backers four years 
ago. In addition the local control 
of Chilton and Searcy has been 
given a death blow, only saving the 
County Attorneyship nomination for 
Chilton, while ther bosom friend, 
W. E. Ross, is forced to fight it 
out with ex-Representative Dover 
for the nomination for .Sheriff. As 
one of the anti-Chllton-Searry men 
put it tlie other da>, that even in 
he event the Republican ti<ket was 
elected Smith and his clo.se friends 
would turn a deaf eaj' to any plead 
ngs of the former bosses. As for 
the Maas followers, they are sulking 
In their tents and say they are 
through with this campaign. 

The Democratic entry list which 
closed the other day shows some 
stirring primary contests and 
ticket for the General Council espe- 
cially strong. In the Mayor's race 
Charley Cronan will have easy sail 
Ing, Brumleve's candidal v tailing 
flat after the maud jiirys report 
and its report will be the report of 
the I>t-mocratle voters- -nothing do- 
ing for Biunileve. In the opinion 
of many Brumleve's random charges 
have hurt men in his camp who 
have shown some strength, among 
them being Hollls for County derk 
a'nd Early for Clerk of the Police 
Court, both of whom hsve been go- 
ing fast. 

The Legislative contests are be- 
ginning to attract attention for the 
first ttme. In the eoanty distriets 
John Dreacher seems to be leading;

In the Forty-seventli. In the Forty- 
oighth Headley, McCullouph and 
Overslreet are the conte.stants. In 
the Forty-ninth Will McDonogh is 
already In, while Dr. Lewis. Ryans, 
the Republican candidate in the 
Fiftieth, appears the winner. In 
the Fifty-first the same situation oc- 
curs as in the Forty-eizth, a Coun- 
cilman' opposing the present Repre- 
■entstlve, Tom Do Ian against Will 
Duffy. 

There Is only one fly in the oint- 
ment on the Democratic side and 
that is in the Sheriff's race and, 
judging from the many comments 
(in the article appearing in the 
Kentucky Irish .\merican. whTch 
suggested McNally's withdiawal in 
the interest of harmony, a popular 
chord was struck. Democratic can- 
didates, police officers and patrol- 
men, firemen, city and county em-

Brisbane in advocating a limit on 
the amount of a day's work de- 
clares it little short of criniinal to 
allow any one man ti< work a 
longer day than that n- i . n IIow. 

No one can take exi i plion to 
egislation that would limit the 
number of hours that shall consti- 
tute a lull (lay's work. The avei'- 
age man can not work his best un- 
der ordinary conditions if leijuired 
to work more than a specified num- 
ber of hours, the number depending 
upon the nature of his work. To 
put a penalty on the man thit 
would work more than the qui- 
tted ntrmber of hours is a gross in- 
vasion of parsonal liberty. It 
penalize the man of more than av- 
erage strength or industry which he 
is willing to use for his own bef- 
tengent. All men are not made 
from the same mold. God has cre- 
ated some the mental and physical 
superior ol others. It Is not crim- 
inal that they he permitted to use 
those superior powers. Some men 
have more thrift than others. Who 
shall prevent them from using that 
industry aad thrift? The ambi- 
tious, energetic, strong man would 
be branded as a menace to his kind. 

Some labor leaders may hall this 
as a boon to the laboring man. It 
would be a boon to the man who 
would cripple his brother, who 
would restrain him from advancing 
himself by the proper use of the 
talents with which God has blessed 
him. The Idea is born of a .So- 
cialistic philiisopliy which resents 
all ambition and would bring all 
men to an Impossible dead level. 
It i:- destructive of that strong 
individualism which has made our 
country so great. It runs counter 
to man as God made him. counter 
to the very essence of our common 
homaalty.

A labor conference of delegates 
representing the trade union fed- 
erations of England, Italy, Belgium 
and France was held at Leeds, 
England, July 1, IH1H. It was 
sailed as the result of a preliminary 
conference of delegates representing 
these federations held in Paris, 
which paved the way for its work 
by calling upon the French Federa- 
tion to draft a series of minimum 
labor standards which it was de- 
sired to incorporate in the final 
peace treaties which would termin- 
ate the war. At the Leeds confer- 
ence the French draft of minimum 
Standards was modified .iiul adopt 
ed. It should be noted that these 
esolutions are n.iw bcfoic the va- 
ious international iiiiiiins and foil- 
rations affiliated with the intjrna- 
ional organization of labor, that 
hey may give expression to their 
attitude toward them. 

The conference declared that the 
peace treaty which will terminate 
he present war and will give to the 
nations political and economic In- 
dependence should also Insure to 
the working class of all countries 
minimum of guaranties of a 
moral as well as of material kind 
concerning the right of coalition. 

migration, social insurance, hours

Every workman, wherever he is 
employed, should enjoy all the 
trade-union rights which the native 
workman enjoys, particularly the 
right to participate in the adminis- 
tration of his union. No workman 
should be expelled on account of 
hip trade-naioalst aetiflttear 
alien workman should be paid a 
lower rate of wages than the nor- 
mal or prevaiiiag rates of wages, 
or be made to work QBder irOTM 
conditions than those prevailing in' 
the same locality or district for 
ork> rs of the same trade or the 
same speciality. 

The migrations of workmen 
shall be organised and based on 
national labor exchanges. There 
should be in every country a spe- 
cial commission on en}igration and 
Immigration, consisting of repre- 
sentatives of the Government and 
of the organisations of employers 
snd workers of the country. The 
recruiting of workmen In a foreign 
country should only be (permitted 
If the commissions of the interested 
countries, whose duty it is to ex- 
amine into the question as to 
whether the demand foi- and the ' 
extent of such a reiiuitiii>; really 
correspond with t!ie m eds ot an in- 
lustry or a district, and whether 
the labor contracts are in full con- 
formity with the ahoM'-mentioned 
conditions of labor and the rate of , 
wages, have favorably reported. 
The recruiting emigrants should be 
under the control of the labor or- 
ganisations of the country of emi- 
gration. The execution of the la- 
bor contracts should be under the 
control of the labor organizations 
of the country of Immigratinn. In 
case of accidents workmen and 
their relatives, wlthoui distinction 
nf nationality and domicile, shall 
be b'gally entitled to tin- same com- 
pensation as the native workmen. 
Countries which have not yet en- 
acted insurance laws regarding 
sickness, invalidity, old age and 
unemployment should pledge them- 
selves to do so within the shortest 
period. Pending the introduction 
of sickness Insurance, diseases 
caused by the exercise of a trade 
should be regarded as accidents en- 
titled to compensation. 

Children under fourteen years of 
age should not be permitted to 
leave school and engaged us wage 
workers in industiial, commercial 
and auricultural labor. Female 
pi-isdiis and juvenil.'s umb'r eigh- 
teen years of !»g<' sl^ill bi' pro-- 
hlblted from worltini.' a' iii(.lii work: 
or in factories of coulinuou.s oper- 
ation. A weekly rest, i. e., com- 
plete cessation of work, of one and 
a half days shall be compulsory. 
It shall be fixed for Sundays and 
Saturday afternoons,' unless there 
exist exceptional regulations. For 
all workers a day's work must not 
exceed ten hours. In mines and 
factories of continuous operation 
and unhealthy indu.stii''s the maxi- 
mum workday shall be eight hours. 

An International commission for 
the purpose of supervising the ap- 
plication of the laws concerning 
social insurance, labor migrations, 
hours of labor, hygiene and acci- 
dent prevention shall be Instructed 
to report upon all questions and 
grievances submitted. On the de- 
mand of one of the parties any 
point of conflict shall be submitted 
to an international court of arhitra- 
Uon. 

It shall likewise be the duty of 
this commission to help on the 
preparations for the organization of 
future conferences whiph the gov- 
ernments of the various countries 
may convoke for the purpose of 
amending and developing labor 
I ieghdatlon.

Besides the signing of the 
Declaration of Independence there

July. 

On July 4, 1763, .lohn Dickin- 
son's famous "Liberty Song" was 
published in the Pennsylvania 
Chronicle and that same day sent 
U) .lames Ott, a leader of the 
Radicals In Massachusetts. It was 
widely published and bad an un- 
precedented vogue throughout the 

colonies. 

On Jnly 4, 1774, a number of 
Radicals met in a tavern in Savan- 
nah, Oa., and declared for inde- 
pendence of England.

Five years to the day after the 
death of Jefferson and Adams an- 
other famous former President, 
James Monroe, passed away 

The United States Patent lluroau 
was established July 4, 1836. 

Independence day. 1846, Is today 
rather a significant day. Texas, 
having seceded from Mexico, voted 
for annexation to the I'nited States, 
anil California declared her ind<"- 
pendence of Mexico These events, 
especially the act of Texas, were 
the direct cause of our war with 
Mexico. The peace which closed 
the conflict was concluded July 4, 
1848.
